VICE PRESIDENT SUCCUMBS TO 


LONG ILLNESS. 


DEATH CAME THIS MORNING 


TURN FOR THE WORSE BEGAN 


MONDAY AFTERNOON. 


A 
DISTINGUISHED 
CAREER 


WAS SUCCESSFUL IN BUSINESS 


AND POLITICS. 


Patterson, N. J., Nov. 21.—Vice 


President Garret A. Hobart died 
this morning at 8:30. 
The members 


of the family and Dr. Newton, his 
physician, were at the bedside when 
he expired. 


The vice president had been fail- 


ing since late yesterday afternoon, 
although the reports given at the 
louse were that he was holding his 
own. 
At midnight he became un- 


conscious and at 7 o'clock this morn-

ng he had an attack of angina pec- 
oris,. from which he never rallied. 
His death followed nt 3:30 o'clock. 


Mrs. Hobnrt, 
Dr. 
Newton, Mrs.

:, and Miss Alice Wnddell, the 


nurse, were at the patient's bedside 
onstantly from the time he became 
tnconsclous. 
At 7:30 o'clock the vice president's 
trlvate secretary, Mr, Evans, called 
up the white house by telephone nnd 
LotlAed President McKinley that 
lr. Hobart was dying. At 9 o'clock 
Mr. Evans communicated again with 
he president, notifying him of the 
•Ice president's death. 
Garret A. Hobnrt, jr., wns also at 


iis father's bedside. 
Mrs. Hobnrt 


lears up well under her great be- 
'envement. 


The flags on city and other public 
mildliigs were 
half-masted when 


he 'news of the vice president's 
leath became known. 
Flags on 


many private buildings nnd dwell- 
ngs were also hung at half-mast. 
The bell of the city hall was tolled 
t intervals during the forenoon. 
The Pnssalc county court ad- 
ourned In token of respect to the 
dead vice president. 


Although 
the 
vice 
president's 


leath had been expected nt any 
ime, there was still a faint hope up 
o the last among his personal 
friends in Patterson that he would 
survive for 
some 
time to come. 


Phese persons who had been neigh- 
bors and life long friends of the vice 
iresident, were deeply affected over 
iis death. 


Soon after the news of Mr. Ho- 


>nrt's death was sent over the wires, 
;elegvnms of condolence began to ar- 
.'Ive at Cnvroll Hall. 
Among the 


!Vrst to send word of sympathy and 
condolence to Mrs. 
Hobnrt were 


President McKinley and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley. 


Mr. Hobart had a very weak spell 


,ate yesterday afternoon from which 
lie rallied at about 9:30 p. m,, but 
lie again grew weaker toward mid- 
night. Later on there seemed to be 
a slight improvement, but soon af- 
ter midnight he became unconscious 
nnd remained in that condition un- 
til his death today. Before Mr. Ho- 


t became unconscious he was able 


to converse with Mrs. Hobnvt about 
some private affairs. 
He wns very 


patient and showed his remarkable 
will power up to the last. 


Among those to whom telegrams 


were sent announcing the vice pres- 
ident's death 
were United States 


Senator Sewell and United States 
Senator Mark Hnnnn. 


President 
McKinley sent 
word 


that he would endeavor to have a 
tnlfc with Mrs. Hobnrt over tho tele- 
phone this afternoon. 


During the forenoon many oE the 


vice president's intimate friends nnd 
neighbors called nt Carroll Hnll nn 
left their cards. 


The business houses and public 


buildings in Patterson 
are being 


draped in black. A special meeting 
cf the common council was called foi 
noon at the city hall to take suitable 
action on Mr. Hobart's death. 


The vice president's private offices 


in the city were closed as soon as his 
death was announced. 


MR. HOBART'S ILLNESS. 


Mi\ Hobart's illness first attracted 


public attention when he went to 
Long Branch last summer. He spent 
a portion of the summer there and 
during that time had a number of 
weak spells. 
It was not admitted 


then by his physicians or family 
that he was seriously ill. Although 
he- continued in failing health, he 
wns able to drive out and attended 
the Long Branch horse show. Near 
the end of the Long Branch season 
Mr. Hobart went to 
his Paterson 


liome in company with Mrs. Hobart. 
his son and secretary. 


About a month ago Mr. Hobart's 


illness took a decided change for the 
worse and shortly after that a notice 
u-as issued by Mr. Hobart's family 
to the public admitting that the vice 
president's condition was very crit- 
ical and that little hope of his re- 
covery were entertained. 
The an- 


nouncement was also made that he 
certainly would never again appear 
;n public life. 


Mr. Hobart's family, his personal 


and intimate friends and political 
associates have since been resigned 
o the inevitable, 
although there 


were times in the last ilnys of the 


ice president's illness that he was 
Brighter and appeared to be growing 
stronger. 
This wns especially the 


cr.se during the last ten days. 
His 


ippetite improved and he was re- 
jorted to have passed several cont- 
rol-tab! e nights. 
On Sunday there 


*!as n decided unfavorable change 
n his condition and lie continued to 
;ruw weaker until the end came to- 
!ny.

GRIEF IN WASHINGTON. 


Washington, Nov. 21.—All the 


flags in Washington are half-masted 
out of respect to the memory of Vice 
President Hobart. 
The announce- 


ment of the vice president's death, 


hile not unexpected, cnme as a dis- 


tinct shock and cast a deep gloom 
over the city where he was loved and 
lonored. 


The news was first received nt the 


white house ten minutos before 0 
o'clock, in n. private message from 
Paterson. The flag over the execa- 
;ive mansion was immediately hauled 
down to half mnst and the doors of 
the mansion closed to the public. 


The president was deeply affected 


by the telegram announcing his col- 
engue's death antl at once dispatched 
a telegram conveying the sympathy 
and consolation of himself and Mrs. 
McKinley to Mrs. Hobart. Meantime 
the sad intelligence had been bulle- 
tined by all the newspaper offices and 
:he whole city was soon mourning the 
loss of the vice president. Secretary 
of State Hay, upon whom the succes- 
sion to the presidency now foils, 
heard the news upon his arrival at 
the state department nnd he immedi- 
ately repaired to the white house. 


Meantime Senator Fairbanks, of 


Indiana, 
and Senator Foster, of 


Washington, had joined the presi- 
dent and wevc with him when Secre- 
tary Hay arrived. 


The secretary remained with the 


president about ten minutes. Ho wn: 
visibly affected when he left tho
